The Board of Adjustment at its regular meeting held November 8, 1984, approved 
the application by 7 Ayes, 0 Nayes, 2 Not Voting. 


An appeal in this matter was filed in the Office on the City Clerk on November 20, 
1984, by C. E. Davis, Albert Knight, Alwyn Hayes, James F. Nance, James McIntyer, + 
Robert L. Kerr. 


The transcript in connection with this matter was received December 31, 1984 
and each Member of the Council was. furnished with a copy of the transcript and other 
parts of the record. 


On January 3, 1985, the City Clerk notified the applicant, the appellants and 
objectors that an appeal in this matter would be heard by the Municipal Council 
at their regular meeting January 16, 1985, at 8:00 P.M., in the Council Chamber, 
Second Floor, City Hall, Newark. 


President Grant stated we will now hear oral argument on the appeal from the 
decision of the Board of Adjustment in the Matter of Application of William and 
Georgie White, Applicants, to permit in a 2nd Residence District parking of two 
fuel trucks and one service van on premises 85-87 Osborne Terrace. We may hear 
argument only from the parties to the appeal, that is the person or persons who 
filed the appeal and the one who was granted the variance. Either party may be 
represented by an attorney. No testimony wil] be heard by the Municipal Council, 
only argument based on the record made before the Board of Adjustment. For the 
benefit of the parties who are not represented by an attorney, that means that they 
may state the reasons for their position on the variance and they may point to testimony 
before the Board to support their position. However, they cannot bring in new testimony 
or other evidence.

All of the above individuals addressed the Municipal Council and requested 
that this variance be denied stating that there is the possibility of decrease in 
property values, deterioration of the neighborhood, pollution from the trucks and 
residents in the area who are unable to relocate. Several citizens expressed 
the opinion that the applicants had enough time to look for an area where they 
could relocate these trucks. 


RABBI WILLIAM WHITE, 85-87 OSBORNE TERRACE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY. 
MS. GEORGIE WHITE, 85-87 OSBORNE TERRACE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY. 


The above individuals, applicants in this matter, addressed the Municipal 
Council and stated they had been at this address for 15 years conducting this 
business. They expressed concern that their neighbors now found it necessary to 
oppose this variance. They cited they had always maintained their property and 
had worked to keep the neighborhood in good condition. Rabbi White explained he 
had at one time parked his trucks in another location but they had been vandalized. 
He noted the variance was for 3 years only to enable them to relocate. 


Councilman Payne read the following statement: 


“This is an appeal from a decision of the Board of Adjustment which involves 
premises at 85-87 Osborne Terrace, which is zoned as a Second Residence District. 
The lot is located on the westside of Osborne Terrace, between West Runyon Street 
and Clinton Avenue. It's 75 feet by 195 feet in size and on part of the lot is 
located a two family dwelling. The area within a two hundred feet radius is composed 
of similar dwellings. 


The applicants applied to the Board of Adjustment for a variance granting permission 
to park two fuels trucks and a commercial van in the backyard of the home - business 
residence at 85 Osborne Terrace. The variance is required because the garaging, 
storing or parking of commercial vehicles on any property within the Second Residence 
District is prohibited with the exception of parking for pick ups, delivery or service. 


On November 8, 1984, the Board of Adjustment determined that the variance could 
be granted without substantial detriment to the public good and without substantially 
impairing the intent and purpose of the Zone Plan and the Zoning Ordinances of the 
City of Newark. The variance was granted with two conditions: (1) that the variance 
is for the parking of two fuel trucks and one service van only; (2) that the variance 
is for a 3 year period. The Board of Adjustment in support of its decision found 
(1) the business has been established there for fifteen years without any complaints; 
(2) the property is kept well with no noise; (3) the granting of the variance will 
not decrease the property value in the area. 


Thereafter an appeal was taken to this body from the Board of Adjustment decision. 
The Municipal Council is empowered to hear appeals concerning a variance granted 
pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40:55D-70(d), known as "d" variances. That section of the 
Municipal Land Use Law concerns variances granted “in particular cases and for special 
reasons...to allow departure from...[the zoning ordinance] to permit a use in a 
district restricted against such structure or use". 


The standard of review by this Body is no longer clear due to recent legistation 
which amended the Municipal Land Use Law, effective July 1, 1984, Chapter 20 of 
the Laws of N. J. 1984. Prior to the amendment the Municipal Council conducted 
a de novo review of the record that was established before the Board of Adjustment 
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and reached its own decision which was subject only to the requirement that the 

finds and conclusion be supported by the record. Now, however, with the amendment 

to the Municipal Land Use Law, it is no longer clear whether there is a de novo 

review or whether this body is limited to determining whether the Board of Adjustment's 
action was so arbitrary and capricious as to amount to an abuse of discretion. 
Therefore, this governing body will apply both standards of ‘review. 


The testimony before the Board indicates that the applicants have been operating 
the business at 85 Osborne Terrace for the last fifteen years and with at least 
one oil truck since 1972. The testimony also indicated that the applicant's property 
is well kept, that the trucks are not left on the street and are always parked on 
the premises at night. The trucks are never taken out before 8:30 to 9:00 a.m. 
and are back in the yard around 4:30 P.M. Further, it was testified that the trucks 
are never left at the premises with oi] in the tanks and that tanks of the fuel 
trucks are cleaned in Elizabeth, New Jersey. 


Further, finds on the record below revealed that the applicants had sought 
other locations to park the trucks and have in fact for a period of time parked 
the trucks on a lot owned by them on South Eleventh Street and Fourteenth Avenue. 
There were four objectors who testified, James Nance, Edward Kerr, James McIntyer 
and Robert Kerr. The objectors were concerned with the deterioration of the neighborhood 
as well as the property value of the houses in the area. The objectors also indicated 
they were aware the applicants have parked the trucks at the premises since 1972. 


The Municipal Land Use Law requires that an applicant for a "d" variance show: 


(1) That there are special reasons for granting the variance; and 


(2) That the relief “can be granted without substantial detriment to the public 
good and will not substantially impair the intent and purpose of the zone plan and 
zoning ordinance”. 


The applicant may have shown that parking the trucks has not and will not cause 
a detriment to the public good but I seriously question whether this type of operation 
in the Second Residence District impairs the intent and purpose of the zone plan 7 
and zoning ordinances of the City of Newark. I further question the Board's decision 
in determining that "special reasons” have been shown for granting a variance. 
I submit, the existence of the operation for fifteen years does not create a special 
reason. I do recognize that the Board of Adjustment did attempt to compromise in 
an effort to resolve this matter. The Board allowed the variance, but for a three 
year period of time to allow the applicants an opportunity to find another location. 
I fínd from the testimony that the applicants have in the past sought to find a 
Tocation where they could park the trucks. I also find that three years granted 
is too extensive a period of time to finally resolve this matter. In addition, 
I question if special reasons were shown in this case which would permit the granting 
of the variance. However, rather than to challenge the Board's decision at this 
time, I will recommend that the variance be allowed, however for one year only with 
a 3 month option making a total of 15 months. This will allow the applicants the 
opportunity to relocate. I, therefore, move that the Municipal Council adopt the 
facts I have recited and the reasoning I have set forth and sustain the decision 
of the Board of Adjustment granting the variance with the following conditions: 
1. The variance is for one year with a 3 month option making a total of 15 months, 
2. The variance is for the parking of two fuel trucks and one service van only 
seconded by Councilman Carrino and declared adopted by President Grant by the following 
votes:

Under N.J.S.A. 40A:12-13, it is the "Municipality" rather than 
the "governing bedy™ which may sell real property. The selling 
of real property, an administrative function, is under the 
administrative prerogatives of the Mayor.

With reference to the Mayor's January 21, 1985, letter 
rejecting Ordinance 6S&FN011685, we would like to apprise 
you of the progress we have made with the maker of the 
Ordinance.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, IN THE COUNTY 
OF ESSEX, NEW JERSEY (not less than two-thirds of all the members thereof affirmatively 


concurring), AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The improvement described in Section 3 of this bond ordinance is 
hereby authorized as a capital improvement to be made or acquired by the City of 
Newark, in the County of Essex, New Jersey. For the said improvement or purpose 
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there is hereby appropriated the sum of $1,000,000, said sum being inclusive of 
all appropriations heretofore made therefor and including the sum of $50,000 as 
the down payment for said improvements or purposes required by the law (N.J.S.A. 
40A:2-11) and now available therefor by virtue of provision in a previously 
adopted budget of the City for down payment or for capital improvement purposes. 

Section 2. For the financing of said improvements or purposes and to meet

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(c) The supplemental debt statement required by said Law (N.J.S.A. 
40A:2-42) has been duly made and filed in the office of the City Clerk and a 
camplete executed duplicate thereof has been filed in the office of the Director 
of the Division of Local Goverrment Services in the Department of Community 
Affairs of the State of New Jersey, and such statement shows that the gross debt 
of the City as defined in said Law is increased by the authorization of the bonds

Section 5. Each of the bonds authorized herein shall be designated |

to Title 40A of the New Jersey Statutes and is entitled to the benefits of the 
provisions of the Municipal Qualified Bond Act, N.J.S.A. 40A:3-1 et seq. Within 
ten (10) days after the date of issuance of qualified bonds, the City shall 
certify to the State Treasurer the name and address of the paying agent, the 
maturity schedule, interest rate and dates of payment of debt service on such 


, qualified bonds. The bonds must be registered bonds, registered as to both 


principal. and’interest, or as consistent with any applicable law in effect as of 
the date of issuance. The form, date, denomination, interest rate and maturity 
of the bonds shall be as hereafter determined by resolution of the Municipal 
Council. 

Section 6. The chief financial officer of the City of Newark is hereby 
authorized to issue temporary notes or loan bonds (hereafter “notes") of the 
City. All notes issued hereunder shall mature at such time and bear interest at 
such rate or rates as may be determined by the chief financial officer; provided 
that no notes shall mature later than one (1) year fram its date. Except as to 
terms or conditions with respect to such notes as may be fixed or required by the 
Local Finance Board pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40A:3-6, the chief financial officer of 
the City is hereby authorized and directed to determine all matters in connection 
with said notes not determined by this or a subsequent ordinance and said 
officer's signature upon said notes shall be conclusive as to such determination; 
and all such notes issued hereunder may be renewed from time to time subject to 
the provisions of N.J.S.A. 40A:2-8, N.J.S.A. 40A:2-28 and N.J.S.A. 40A:3-6. The 
chief financial officer is hereby authorized to sell part or all of the notes 
from time to time at public or private sale in such amounts as said officer may 
determine at not less than par and to deliver them to the purchasers thereof upon 
receipt of payment of purchase price, plus accrued interest from their date to 
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the date of delivery thereof and payment therefor. The chief financial officer 
is authorized and directed to report in writing to the governing body of the 
Municipality at the meeting next succeeding the date when any sale or delivery of 
the notes pursuant to this ordinance is made, such report to include the amount, 
description, interest rate and maturity of the notes sold, the price obtained and 
the name of the purchaser. 

Section 7. An application and a certified copy of this ordinance as passed 
on first reading shall be filed with the Local Finance Board (the “Board”) to 
qualify the bonds pursuant to the Municipal Qualified Bond Act. Upon 
satisfactory investigation by the Board, the Board may by resolution 


determine that the City is entitled to issue qualified bonds. l Within sixty (60) 
days after the submission of the application and the certified copy of this 
ordinance, the Board shall cause its consent to be endorsed upon the ordinance 
authorizing the issuance of the qualified bonds if it shall be satisfied and 
record by resolution that the City is entitled to issue qualified bonds. 

Section 8. It is hereby determined that the period within which the bonds 
shall mature shall be not more than thirty (30) years and shall be consistent with 
Section 4(b) hereof. 

Section 9. The capital budget of the City of Newark is hereby amended to 
conform with the provisions of this ordinance to the extent of any inconsistency 
herewith. The resolution in the form pramlgated by the Local Finance Board 
showing full detail of the amended capital budget and capital program as approved 
by the Director of the Division of Local Government Services is œn file with the 
Clerk and is available for public inspection.

WHEREAS, N.J.S.A. 40A:12-22 requires that a "Municipal Real Property 
Registry” be maintained and available for public inspection in the Office of 
the City Clerk; and 


WHEREAS, the Municipal Council desires that the information contained 
in that Registry be accurate and timely; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, THAT: 


Title Two, Chapter Three of the Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Newark, New Jersey, as amended and supplemented, be further supplemented 
by the addition of the following: 


1. The City Clerk shall annually receive and thereafter maintain 
within his office a complete inventory of all real property owned or leased 
by the City. Such inventory shall at a minimum identify each property by 
tax block and lot designation and by common street address, and shall 
identify the nature of the improvements thereon and the use thereof. The 
most current such inventory maintained by the City Clerk shall be available 
for public inspection in his offices during normal hours of business.

The results of any such physical inspection shal? be maintained 
in the Office of the City Clerk, with copies thereof distributed to the 
Municipal Council and to the Business Administrator for use for all 
administrative purposes.

Title 15, Chapter 9B, Section 2, of the Revised 
Ordinances of the City of Newark, New Jersey, 1966, as amended 
and supplemented, be and the same is hereby amended and supplemented 
by inserting definitions of "Equity" and “Fair rate of return", 
and amending definitions of "Exemptions", "Notice" and "Owner-occupied": 


15:9B-2. Definitions. 


Equity as used herein means the actual investment in 
cash by the landlord in the purchase price of the property, as 
well as those payments that he has made to any lender that reduce 
the lender's claim against the property. 


Exemotions means dwellings to which this chapter shall 
not apply. Exempt dwellings include all public housing, owner- 
occupied one, two, three or four-family housing space units; 
any motel or hotel space rented on a day-to-day basis to transients;

Fair rate of return means a return of at least eleven 
and one-half (11.5) per cent on the landlord's investment in 
the property, which investment shall be considered herein as 
the landlord's equity.

15:9B-5. Tax surcharge. 


A landlord may seek a tax surcharge from a tenant because 
of an increase in municipal property taxes. The tax surcharge 
shall not exceed that amount authorized by the following provision: 
The landlord shall divide one-twelfth of the annual increase © 
in the present property tax over the property tax of the previous 
year by the total monthly rent roll, and that product shall be multiplied 
by the monthly rent paid by each tenant to establish the amount of surcharge 
that each tenant shat be required to pay. The tenant shall 
not be liable for a tax surcharge exceeding the tenant's percentage 
of the entire rent roll for the dwelling. . 
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Any landlord seeking a surcharge shall petition the board 
for approval and shall give notice to the tenant and the board, 
at least 30 days prior to the increase sought, of the calculations 
involved in computing the tax surcharge including the present

The landlord shall compute the 
cost of the improvement per year of useful life by dividing the 
cost of the completed capital improvements by the number of years 
of useful life of the improvement as claimed by the landlord 
for income tax depreciation purposes. The amount of the monthly 
increase which a landlord may charge shall be prorated among 
all tenants benefiting from said improvements by dividing one-twelfth

In the event a landlord claims that he can not receive 
a fair return on his investment as defined in this ordinance, 
he may apply to the board for a hardship rent increase.

Within thirty (30) days after a hardship appeal has been filed, 
supported by all the information which the board may require 
for a determination, the board may request that the property be inspected 
by the Division of Inspections for code violations.

The landlord shall submit proof of expenses for maintenance, 
repairs and financing expenditures as well as legal, accounting 
and vacancy expenses to substantiate any hardship increase applica- 
tion and such proofs shall be supported by affidavits that the 
expenses are complete, reasonable and necessary. Amounts allowed for 
vacancies and for management costs shal! be fully documented, and in 
no event shall allowable expenses in either category exceed 3 per cent 
of the landlord's gross income.

President Grant stated we will now hear oral argument on the appeal from the 
decision of the Board of Adjustment in the Matter of Application of Murray and Lucille 
Gornitzky, owners, to permit in a 3rd Residence District construction of a one-story 
warehouse, and subject to site plan approval, if required; for premises 114-122 
Pennington Street. We may hear argument only from the parties to the appeal, that 
is the person or persons who filed the appeal and the one who was granted the variance. 
Either party may be represented by an attorney. No testimony will be heard by the 
Municipal Council, only argument based on the record made before the Board of Adjustment. 
For the benefit of the parties who are not represented by an attorney, that means 
that they may state the reasons for their position on the variance and they may 
point to testimony before the Board to support their position. However, they cannot 
bring in new testimony or other evidence. 


This is the time and place for the appeal to commence. 

MR. IRVING SOLONDZ, ATTORNEY, 17 ACADEMY STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, representing 
the objectors and appellants, requested the Council to consider their own ordinances 
with regard to the requirements as well as the state statute for special reason 
and allow the citizens in this city who reside in this third residence district to 
continue you doing so rather than to grant this variance. He asked the Council to 
reverse the decision of the Board of Adjustment. 

MR. MAX GLASSMAN, ATTORNEY FOR THE APPLICANT, stated this additional building 
being proposed is an auxiliary building subservient to the existing building and it is 
for special reasons of safety for the people working there that the space is needed.

The applicants applied to the Board of Adjustment for a variance 
granting permission to construct a one-story warenouse in a Third 
Resicgence district. The variance is required because first, warehouses 
are not allowed in a Third Residence district and second, because the 
proposed warehouse will be constructed on a lot that has a portion 


of another building thereon. 
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On February 26, 1985, the Board of Adjustment determined that 
the variance could be granted without substantially impairing the intent 
and purpose of the zone plan and the zohing ordinances of the City 
of Newark. The variance was granted with the fellowing conditions: 


(1) that the variance is subject to site plan 
approval by the Planning Board; 


(2) the warehouse be used for storing of raw 
materials in mixing cement and the finished 
products related to the raw materials; 


(3) that the area to be used for parking, the 
` area around the building be blacktopped, and 


(4). shrubbery be added to try and beautify the 
area. 


Thereafter an appeal was taken to this body from the Board of 


Adjustment's decision. The Municipal Council is empowered to hear 


appeals concerning variances granted pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40:55D-70/d). 
That section of the Municipal Land Use Law concerns variances granted 

in particular cases and for special reasons and to allow departure 
from the zoning ordinance. 

The testimony before the Board indicates that the applicant has 
been located at 114-120 Pennington Street since 1956. The applicant 
is in the business of blending raw materials into cement. The business 
is a non-conforming use. The actual conversion of the raw-materials 


will nez be performed in the one story warehouse, nor will the warehouse 


be usec for any equipment or trucks. The sole purpose of the warehouse 


is fcr the storage of raw materials such as Plaster, sand, cement, 
limestone and clay which is presently being stored in the office of 


the applicant. The warehouse will provide a facility for the storage 


y 


cî the products which will increase the safety of the employees. 
Testimony revealed that here will be no hazardous chemicals stored 
in the warehouse. The testimony further revealed that the area has 
@ high percentage of commercial and cr industrial properties within 
twe nundred feet of the proposed site and that the site in question 
is a vacant lot which ofter has a problem with garbage accumulation. 
Farther findings on the record: below revealed that the zoning 
designation of the. area was changed to Third Residence in 1976 and 


that the development of residential properties in the area has been 
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virtually non-existent. The testimony of Ms. Ellen James indicates 
that she as well as the other objectors are concerned about increased 
vandalism in the area, depreciation of the value of their homes, the 


lack of increase in residential development and aesthetics of the area.

applicants and woulé eliminate the unsightly vacant lot. Further, 
the grant of the variance will enable business to continue in Newark 
and keep Newark residents working; the testimony demonstrated that 


the granting of the variance will result in enhancement of the 


surrounding community because stifling of commercial development will

alight the area since no residential development is taking place.The 
applicants also showed that the warehouse will not be a detriment to

(c) The estimated cost of the improvement or purpose

Section 4. Each of the bonds authorized herein shall be 
designated "Qualified Bond (Qualified pursuant to the Municipal

First let me take this opportunity to thank the commi , 
for their untiring effort in revising the Newark Rent Control 
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ordinance. I am certain, they as I, would like to see an 
ordinance which promotes harmony and adequate housing in 

Newark; however, I am vetoing the above-cited ordinance for 
several reasons. I am of the firm opinion that the ordinance 
will allow for an excessive increase, weil above what many 
residents can afford at the current time. While I believe 

that landlords are entitled to enjoy a reasonable profit from 
their real estate investments, a 25% increase cannot be support- 
ed by this administration. ` 


Moreover, residents of four-family owner-occupied buildings, a 
substantial portion of our renter-resident population, face 
the realistic prospect of rent increases in excess of the 25%. 
These residents, many of whom are on limited incomes, simply 
cannot afford to pay rent increases of that magnitude. Nor 
does the existing housing market in Newark and our surrounding 
towns offer adequate alternatives for these residents. 


As an alternative, I would consider approving an ordinance 
which provides landlords with a fair rate of return for their 
investments, and one which also provides some protection for 
residents of four-family units.

In response to your request for an opinion as to the effect of 
the failure of ađoption of a motion to affirm the decision of 
the Board of Adjustment granting a variance for the above prem- 
ises, please be advised as follows: 


The Municipal Land Use Law provides that "[t]he affirmative vote 
of a majority of the full authorized membership of the govern- 
ing body shall be necessary to reverse, remand, or affirm with 
or without conditions any final actions of the board of adjust- 
ment.” N.J.S.A. 40:55D-17(e). The failure of the motion to 
affirm to receive five affirmative votes resulted in the Munici- 
pal Council not having taken action on the matter. Like any 
other agenda item which has not been disposed by action of the 
Council, the zoning appeal should appear on the agenda of the 
next regularly scheduled meeting. 


The Council has 95 days from the date of publication of the 

notice of the Board's decision to conclude a review of the rec- 
ord below and render a decision. Since the notice was publish- 

ed on March 2, 1985, the 95 period within which the Council may 
act extends through June 5, 1985. If no action is taken by that 
time the. decision of the Board is automatically affirmed. N.J.S.A. 
40:55D-17(c). 


In summary, no decision has been made by the Council concern- 
ing the appeal from a decision of the Board to grant a variance. 
The Council may vote on the subject at any meeting prior to 

. the 95 day expiration period. The members of the Council may, 
if they choose, hear additional argument of counsel or they may 
consider argument to be closed. In any event, no member may 
vote on the matter who has not heard oral argument or read 
the transcript of same. Finally, if the Council fails to 
take any further action on the appeal concerning 114-122 
Pennington Street prior to or at the June 5, 1985 meeting, the 
decision of the Board to grant the variance will be deemed 
affirmed.

Except as to terms or conditions with respect to such notes as 
may be fixed or required by the Local Finance Board pursuant to N.J.S:.A. 
404:3-6, the chief finanoial officer of the City is hereby authorized and 
directed to determine all matters in connection with said notes not 
determined by this or a subsequent resolution and said officer's signature 
upon said notes shall be conclusive as to such determination; and all such 
notes issued hereunder may be renewed from time to time subject to the 
provisions of N.J.S.À. 4OA:2<8, N.J.S.A. 4OA32-28 and N.J.S.A. 4OAs3-6. 
The chief financial officer is hereby authorized to sell part or all of the 
notes from time to time at public or private sale in such amounts as said 
officer may determine at not less than par and to deliver them to the

The chief financial officer of the City of Newark is hereby 
authorized to issue temporary notes or loan bonds (hereafter "notes") of the 
City. All notes issued hereunder shall mature at such time and bear interest at 
such rate or rates as may be determined by the chief financial officer; provided 
that no notes shall mature later than one (1) year from its date. Except as to 
terms or conditions with respect to such notes as may be fixed or required by 
the Local Finance Board pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40A:3-6, the chief financial 
officer of the City is hereby authorized and directed to determine all matters 
in connection with said notes not determined by this or a subsequent resolution 
and said officer's signature upon said notes shall be conclusive as to such 
determination; and all such notes issued hereunder may be renewed from time to 
time subject to the provisions of N.J.S.A. 40A:2-8, N.J.S.A. 40A32-28 and 
N.J.S.A. 40A:3-6. The chief financial officer is hereby authorized to sell 
part or all of the notes from time to time at public or private sale in such 
amounts as said officer may determine at not less than par and to deliver them 
to the purchasers thereof upon receipt of payment of purchase price, plus 
accrued interest from their date to the date of delivery thereof and payment 
therefor. The chief financial officer is authorized and directed to report in 
writing to the governing body of the Municipality at the meeting next succeeding 
the date when any sale or delivery of'the notes pursuant to this ordinance is 
made, such report to include the amount, deseription, interest rate and maturity 
of the notes sold, the price obtained and the name of the purchaser.

Winifred Donohue on behalf of herself and a retarded child, 
Kathleen C. Donohue, alleged that the death of her husband, 
Joseph Donohue, was caused by work effort with the City of 
Newark. Investigation by the City of Newark disclosed that 
the deceased Joseph Donohue, while employed as a City of 
Newark Firefighter with the Newark Fire Department, did indeed 
work and was stricken on the job on October 30, 1981 with 

a heart attack. Deceased received treatment immediately 
and was hospitalized and died on December 2, 1981 from the 
effects of a fatal heart attack without ever leaving the 
hospital. . 


The investigation further revealed that the petitioner was 
working on the aforesaid date having suffered a prior heart 
attack on October 18, 1976 while in the employ of the City 
of Newark for which he had filed and received an award in 


Workers' Compensation. As the instant claim was disputed, 
Crossroads paid $31,283.74 to cover medical costs for which 
it filed a lien to recover its expenditures with the Division 
of Workers' Compensation. The initial exposure to the City 
of Newark in Workers' Compensation is approximately $89,550.00 
for the first 450 weeks and payments would continue into 

the future to provide for the support of his widow and his 
retarded child until their deaths. The additional exposure 
to the City of Newark for the support of his retarded child 
based upon her life expectancy alone would be an additional 
$500,000.00. 
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This matter was tried for several days in the Workers' Compen- 
sation Court and was conferenced by Judge Saland and a settle- 
ment of $45,000.00 for dismissal with prejudice to this claim 
was advanced and was acceptable to the Court, petitioners 

and their attorney. In addition, the attorney for Crossroads: 
Health Plan was contacted and after negotiations Crossroads 
agreed to accept $10,000.00 in full satisfaction of its total 
lien of $31,283.74. 


Based upon all the facts and circumstances surrounding this 
matter, a settlement in the amount of $45,000.00 for a 
dismissal in this action, and a payment of $10,000.00 to 
fully satisfy the outstanding medical lien would be in the 
best interest of the City of Newark and it is recommended 
to the Municipal Council.

WHEREAS, On or about February 20, 1979, the Vindicate Society, Inc., entered 
into a lease agreement for the aforesaid premises for the period of August 15, 
1978 to August 15, 1979, with a four year option to renew, for the purpose of 
providing a residential facility for the treatment of the City of Newark's juvenile

WHEREAS, The Vindicate Society, Inc., has continued to provide the aforesaid 
services to low income disadvantaged youths of the City of Newark and has occupied 
said property since August 15, 1979; and 


WHEREAS, the aforesaid premises are not needed for a municipal purpose by 
the City of Newark; and 


WHEREAS, the leasing of the aforesaid premises is governed by the provisions 
of the Local Lands and Building Law, N.d.S.A. 40A:12-1, et seq; and 


WHEREAS, The Vindicate Society, Inc., a non-profit organization of the State 
of New Jersey with tax-exempt status with respect to both the State of New Jersey 
and the Federal Government, is serving a public purpose and qualifies, pursuant 
to N.J.S.A. 40A:12-14 (c), to enter into a lease with the City of Newark for 
a nominal consideration;

The premises shall be used from the date of this ordinance 
to the expiration of the lease term as a rehabilitative and training services 
center to provide vocational training and job placement services to low 
income disadvantaged youths of the City. The lessee's services will be 
primarily directed to high school dropouts and the hardcore unemployed between 
the ages of 17 to 26. 
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516 SECTION 5. The Lessee shall annually submit a report to the office 
of the City Clerk indicating the use of the said premises for that year,the 
activities undertaken by the Lessee in furtherance of the aforesaid public 
purpose, the approximate value or cost, if any, of such activities and an 
affirmation of their continued tax-exempt status as a non-profit corporation 
pursuant to both State and Federal law, as required by N.J.S.A. 40A: 12-14{c).

In addition, each parking space, as described 
above, shall be delineated by yellow or white 
surface paint lines.

are parked two or more deep, i.e. "stacked," 

the minimum width for each parking lane created 

shall be 8-1/2'. Each lane shall be delineated 

by white or yellow surface paint lines for the 

entire length.

Dear Mr. D'Ascensio: 


I am vetoing Ordinance 6S & FZ (091885) because of its 

adverse affect upon the salaries of HCDA funded employees. 
Federal program budgets, in many instances, are not approved 

in a timely manner. It is most likely that the federal govern- 
ment will approve the budget well into the program year. ac- 
cordingly, this ordinance would deny those employees retro- 
active salary increases. Morevover, the City's salary struc- 
ture would not be uniform in that the salary for identical 
tities could very possibly be different dependent upon each 
title's funding source. 


Also, this ordinance places an unfair restriction on the pre- 
rogative of the administration to insure an equitable salary 
structure for its management employees, especially in light 
of the fact that the Municipal Council consistently continues 
to delete the proposed salary increases for subsequent years 
in multi-year salary packages for management employees.
